in the billbonrd husiness and has boeen

How It Works Out,

Mr. Taft decided, hosvever, that he
would leave the mtttor in the bumds of
Senator Lodge, who has for a long
time been plainly nwoving townrd the
enuncintion of sueh n “hands o™ poll-
oy reganding the Amerlean continents
ns he has now nsked the senate to in-
dorse

Where Resolution Differs.

The policy presaged by the Lodge
resolution dlfers from the Mouroe
doctrine In that it commits the Tnit-
wl States henceforth to prohibit acts
hy forelgn corporations or assoctations
which heretofore only forelgn nations
have been barred from dotng. The
Monroe doctrine binds this povern:
ment to view as an unfriendly nct the
acvulsition by any nation outside the
western hemisphere of territory in the
American continents or the oodoniza-
tion of these continents by any nation
beyond the seas,

The Lodge resolution, on the otlue
hand, would make it an unfriendly sct
even for any corporation in any meas-
ure controlled by a nation forelgn to
the Americas to acquire any harbor or
other territory so situated that the oc-
cuptition of it might threaten the safety

or communications of the United
Btates,

Arising out of the possibility of the
shores of Magdalena bay falling Into
the hands of a gymdicate controlled by

the Japanese government, the Lodge |

Following are the requirements for
the pew llcense as tentatively decided
uixn

Applitcant must be twenty-one yoars
old, must make a cross country flight
of fifty wiles, around & point twenty
miks nwny; must fly to a helght
of at leust 2000 feot, shut off his 1mo-
tor there and glide to a polot not more
than 100 metors (328 feet) from 4 pre-
viowsly Indicated spot and must have
taken n physical examination showing
m to e sound

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BEST DAIRY COW IN WORLD.

Holstein-Friesian Owned In New Jer-
sey Boats All Records.
Voldessa Scott 11, a8 Holstelo-¥Frie
Elan cow owned by Bernard Meyer of
Floderne, N, J., has just been gubject-
1 to a test which, it is alleged, haos
demonstrated that abe 19 the best dalry

cow in the world.

In thirty days' test she has produced
2200 pounds of milk, 131.514 pounds
of fat and 16427 pounds of butter.
There were three retests In connection
with these records, tn which time the
cow was under constant wutch day
and night by different superviaom

Among those who watched the cow
were Professor Alfred B, Cook of the
New Jersey cxperiment station, who
saW the cow glve twenty-slx pounds of
milk slx hours after g fOrst milking,
The milk nlso tested 4,70 per cent but-
ter fat. W. D. Golding of the New
Jersey experiment statlon wus fn
charge of the tests.
